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MODERN YOUTHS BEAT OUT 


ICARUS IN SIMPLE FLIGHT

PORTERVILLE — According 
to ancient Greek mythology, 
Icarus built himself wings of wax 
to enable him to fly like the 
birds. But, as the myth tells us, 
he flew so high that the heat of 
the sun melted his wax wings 
and - to conclude the tale in 
more modem vernacular - he 
crashed and burned. 

Down through the ages, man 
has admired the ability of birds 
to fly and envied them. He has 
tried to emulate the birds, as 
Icarus did - his efforts meeting 
with varied success. 

In man’s efforts to fly he has 
developed gliders, power craft 
that are heavier than air, 
lighter-than-air craft, fixed 
wings, rotary wings, and a 
variety of other types of flying 
machines, most of them quite 
complicated. 

But in recent years, many 
humans have reverted to the 
uncomplicated idea of Icarus, 
and with the aid of 
comparatively simple wings - and 
better materials they are 
achieving flight. 

All over the nation, and many 
other parts of the world, 
“younger” people are throwing 
themselves off hilltops, 
mountains, and cliffs with what 
appears to be reckless abandon. 

But, unlike Icarus, rarely do 
they “crash and burn.” Rather 
they sail majestically through 
the air, over tree tops and 
ravines, across surprisingly long 
distances, and for astonishingly 
long periods of time, to 
generally land exactly where 
they want to basically 
unharmed. 

The local area hasn’t been left 
out of this new thrill called 
“hang gliding.” 

According to some of the 
“youths” who take part in the 
sport, there are about 20 local 
flyers in varying degrees of 
proficiency in the area. Of these, 
eight are quite talented and have 
formed a club known as 
“Porterville Ultra-Light Pilots.” 

These are young men in their 
20’s who consider themselves 
accomplished enough to fly the 
seemingly flimsy craft off the 
top of most mountains (with 
reservations of course).

PORTERVILLE — A special 
demonstration of home canning, 
freezing, drying and pickling 
methods will be presented July 
16-17 at the Southern California 
Edison Company building in 
Porterville by University of 
Califomia Home Economists 
Delores Bonander and Dorothy 
Thurber. 

Sponsored by Porterville 
Cétlege, the special sessions will 
be held Friday from 7:30 to 
9:30 p.m. and Saturday from 10 
a.m. until noon. Both sessions 
are open to the public without 
charge, although seating will be 
limited to 65 persons. 

During the Friday meetings, 
the home economists will 
concentrate on methods to get 
the best product when freezing 
and drying foods at home. On 
Saturday, they will demonstrate 
procedures to follow in canning 
and pickling. 

In addition, they will discuss 
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techniques for selection of 
foods, storage methods and 
comparative costs. 

Miss Bonander and Mrs. 
Thurber will also have several 
University of California 
Cooperative Extensive Service 
publications on food 
preservation available and will 
allow sufficient time for 
questions in their sessions. 

The demonstrations are being 
presented by Porterville College 
in connection with a new course 
it will be offering this fall on 
consumer education.

Friant-Kern 
Canal Project 
Bid Awarded 


SACRAMENTO — The U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation has 
awarded a $3,155,593 contract 
to the joint venture of Ball, Ball 
and Brosamer and G.H.B. Co., 
Danville, California, for 
rehabilitation of a portion of the 
Friant-Kem Canal, a feature of 
the Central Valley Project in 
California. 

According to Bureau 
Mid-Pacific Region Director 
Billy E. Martin, the 
rehabilitation work will include 
raising the concrete lining from 
1 to 6 feet in a 16.5-mile section 
of the canal, constructing five 
bridges and approaches, and 
modifying the Deer Creek check, 
pipe overchute structures, and 
13 existing turnout and drain 
inlet structures. 

The work will be on the canal 
stretch located 5 miles 
southwest of Porterville to 5 
miles northeast of Delano, in 
Tulare county. 

Constructed in 1951, the 
canal carries irrigation water to 
lands in Fresno, Tulare, and 
Kern counties.

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them, showed him a little bit 
about it on his first couple of 
flights off a gentle. hillside near 
Lindsay. From there on he has 
more-or-less been on his own, 
learning from experience. 

His first flight went about 50 
or 60 feet and despite the fact 
he had a “rough” landing, he 
was “hooked.” 

He said it is a real thrill to run 
off the hillside, feel the kite fill 
and lift, then the ground is left 
below and there is only the hiss 
of the kite and a glide through 
the air until the ground is right 
under the feet again and then it’s 
land and go back for another 
flight. 

After about 30 or 40 flights 
with the first kite, Jeff decided 
he was proficient enough to try 
the .more maneuverable 
“performance” kites. His next 
craft was a ‘Vortex,’ which 
more nearly resembles a flying 
wing rather than a kite. 


After trying it on lower hills | 


he took on mountains at 
Bakersfield and Kettleman Hills 
area. He holds the record for the 
longest flight off of Bakersfield’s 
most popular hang gliding hill, 
one hour and 52 minutes. The 
distance mark also is his with 
about a mile from the take-off 
point. 

He is now designing and 
building his own hang glider 
from scratch. He has flown it, 
but he says it needs some more 
tefining before it is completely 
to his liking. 

Asked if he had had any 
crack-ups (like Icarus), his 
response was, “Many!” None of 
them seriously injured him 
although he broke a tooth one 
time, which brought about a 
dentist bill to repair. 


His worst crack-up cost him a

“performance” kite. He stalled 
right after take-off, hit a tree. 
fell through it, then tumbled 
down a cliff. “It didn’t hurt me. 
but it sure broke up that kite.” . 
he commented ruefully. 

But Jeff said the crack-up 
didn’t dampen his enthusiasm 
for the sport. He said he knows 
what he did wrong and is sure to 
correct it now. He blames his 
problems on: not taking 
beginning lessons from a 
qualified instructor. He advises 
anyone wanting to learn the 
sport to take lessons with a good . 
“rated” hang-glider pilot first. 

New kites cost from about 
$600 up to as much as $2,000 
depending on the type and 
design, so the sport isn’t exactly 
inexpensive. Used kites are 
cheaper, of course. 

According to young 
Stephenson, flying a hang-glider 
is a simple matter of balance or 
weight distribution in relation to 
the flying surfaces of the kite. 
Hanging in a sling under the 
main spar of the kite, the pilot 
pushes right on the trapeze bar 
and swings his body to the left 
when he wants to tur left. The 
reverse is true for a right turn. 
To go up or slow forward speed. 
the push is forward and_ the 
body swings back a bit. To go 
down or dive, the body is pulled 
toward the trapeze bar. 

Depending on type of kite 
and responsiveness, the pushes 
and pulls are pretty heavy or 
fairly light. A quick responding 
hang glider is called a 
“performance” kite. 

The sport is pretty widely 
spread all over the world and it 
is somewhat dangerous. In order 
to put a little control on it, the 
U.S. Hang Gliding association 
has been formed and pilots are 
gradually. being rated according 
to ability. 

Ratings range from “Hang 
»One” through “Hang Five” with 
the “one” rating being the 
beginner; “two” is.a pilot who 
can make turns, take off and 
land without help, and fly in 
light winds. A “three” rating is a 
fairly accomplished pilot, which 
would include Jeff and his seven 
other club members. And so on 
to ‘‘five”’* which is expert. 
Experts observe and rate other 
flyers. 

Locally most flying is done 
from Lumerow mountain 
northeast of Springville and east 
of Balch Park road. 

Jeff said one of the major 
problems of hang gliding is 
trying to find suitable flying 
sites where owners will allow the 
sport. He said finding such a 
facility is tough because most 
property owners are afraid of 
liability problems or don’t want 
trespassers on their property. 

So Icarus had a pretty good 
idea! He just didn't have the 
right materials. 

But as for flying too close to 
the sun and melting the 
feathers. ...well. after viewing 
the hang gliding sport. we sort of 
doubt if any of our modern-day 
Icaruses_ will get bumed too 
badly. although they can and do 
crash and get pretty badly bent.
